Our Edmunton Letter Safe at Ellison’s 

By t. b. windhoss Elevator Blown 

Edmonton, Alberta:—Alber¬ 
tans last week told the Social 
credit government, and the world 
that they are tired of waiting 
for something-for -nothing and 
sick of paying through the nose 
for incompetent administration 
and ranting propagandists gov¬ 
ernment at Edmonton. 

In the first chance any constit¬ 
uency of the province has had 
since the noble experiment of 
August 22, 1935, the voters of 
Lethbridge repudiated Social 
Credit and Premier William Ab- 
erhart, and took that riding out 
of the category of Social Credit 
representation. 

In previous byelection since. 

1935, Grouard had informed the 
w’orld once and Edmontton had 
shouted twice, that they wanted 
nothing to do with Social Cre¬ 
dit theorizing and abuse of op¬ 
ponents. But those three bye- 
lections wer e to replace liberal 
members. Lethbridge was the 
first riding which elected a soc¬ 
ial Credit member two years ago 
and has had a chance to remedy 
its 1935 mistake. And the con¬ 
stituency answered unmistake- 
ably. 

Okotoks-IIigh River had tried 
its best, of course, but found it¬ 
self foiled when the Social Cre¬ 
dit machine in the legislature 
repealed the recall act which 
was the only election-campaign 
premise it had fulfilled. So Ok¬ 
otoks-IIigh River voters could 
not after all eject the premier 
who claimed to represent the 
will of the people in that riding. 

In the general election two 
years ago, the Social Credit can¬ 
didate in Lethbridge got 3,700 
votes, a clear majority of 759 
over his three oponents. Last 
week the Social Credit candidate 
found he had 490 votes less 
than his party got in 1935. 

And that was despite a much 
larger total vote polled in last 
week’s byelection than was lul¬ 
led two years ago. 

The Unity candidate, I)r. P. 

M. Campbell, was elected to the 
legislature with a thumping 
majority of 770 over the Social 
credit-er, A. J. Burnap. And 
Aberhartism stood thoroughly 
repudiated in Lethbridge. 

That majority was won de¬ 
spite a split in the Labor vote 
which two years ago was record¬ 
ed on the opposition side. Last 
week, many of the men who vot¬ 
ed for Andrew Smeaton in 1935 
voted Social Credit simply be¬ 
cause the Social Credit-er was 
tagged also as a labor man. Also 
last week, a substantial chunk 
of the Social Credit total was 
known to have been made of 
communistic votes. 

So there were, obviously, a 
good many more than 770 ex- 
Socjal Credit-crs who weie Unity 
candidate supporters last week, 
at the same time, the Lethbridge 
byelection did prove beyond 
(Jotibt to neutral observers that 
co-openition between the var¬ 
ious political groups opposed 
the present government must 
unite to cast it. It was a splen¬ 
did victory for citizens of the 
province, but there was good ev¬ 
idence that it would r.ot have 
been so notable a victory, if a 
victory at all, had more than 
one candidate oposed the Social 
Credit-er. Had Smeaton run ns 
a laborite, he wpuld have reduc¬ 
ed the total of each of the can¬ 
didates, of course, or he might 
even have won, but the race 
uncomfortably close. Citizens 
throughout thy province who 
seethe Importance °f a province- 
wide ui i lied campaign by all 
nartiea against. Social Credit are 
hoping that the lesson will be 
taken to heart.
